New York, Sept. 21—Intelligence 
charts, adapted from the army, were 
tried as an experiment when 
New 
York’s army of IKK),OOO school chil­ 
dren registered for the opening of 
school this fall. 
The Department of 
Education decided it would Im* un­ 
wise, at present, to accept the results 
obtained 
as a 
substitute for 
tho 
teacher’s judgment. 
Tho principal aim of the tests was 
to devise a better classification of pu­ 
pils. 
The theory was advanced that 
by keeping the brighter pupils togeth- j 
er they would be able to progress ! 
more rapidly, while the average pu- I 
pit would be able

progress. The dull students, under i 
the theory, would be given instruc- ;
